solvent debtors, whether Ly promissory note,
penal or single Lill, bond or judgment:
all articles of agreement and accounts bearing
i nterest, owned or possessed by auy person or
persons whatsoever, except notes or Lills for

work and labor done, and bank noLes:
algo, all shares or slock In any bank, insti-
tution, or compapy now or hereafter

incorporated by or in pursunnce of any law of
this Commonwealth, or of any other Btate or
Government; aud on all shares of stock or
weokly deposlts in any unincorporated savings
fund institution, and all public loans or stocks
whalever, except those issued by this Commons-
wealth, and all mopey loaned or invested on
interest in any other State; also, all household
furniture, Including gold aud silver plate, owned
by any person or persons, corporation or ¢orpo-
rationg, when the value thereol shall exceed the
#um of three hundred dollars; also, all pleasure
carriages, both o! two and four wheels: salaries
and emoluments of oflice, all offices and posts of
profit, professlons, trades, and occupations, ex-
cept the occupation of farmers, together with
all other thlugs now Laxable by the laws of this
Commonwealth, shall be valued and nssessed
and subject o taxation for the purposes in this
act mentioned, and for all State and county pur-
poses whatsoever.”

In order to apply the provisions of this act to
thie city of Philadelphia, Thomas J. Barger, Esq.,
had sn act to that effect passed through the
Leglslature in’ 1804, giviog the City Councils
the power to levy the tax, Governor Uurtin
vetoed it, and It then beenme a law at a special
sesslon In the samg year, by both brauches
passing it over the veto.
